ni, Reggio Calabria and Messina, 
were shot down and others were

It was officially announced that 
"approximately 50 of our aircraft 
took part in the attack s” from Mid­ 
dle East bases and every one re­ 
turned safely.

The navy announced the collis­ 
ion yesterday and said an investi­ 
gation is being made, 
So tremendous were the explos­ 
ions that, debris was showered on 
tho decks of a Const Guard ship a 
quarter of a mile away. 
The blast killed 66 of the 69 
men

to the bottom almost immediately 
after the collision 
Eighteen of 
the tan k er’s 82 seamen perished 
in the. seething flames which bul n- 
od the lifeboats before they could 
be launched and forced those still 
alive to leap overboard.

BERLIN AND ROME RE­

up air liases to defend the "E uro­ 
pean fortress” better. 
It also was recalled that General 
Francisco F ranco was reported to 
have said he would call on the oth­ 
er side for assistance, should the 
allies or axis invade Spain. 
Rome dispatches said the Ital­ 
ian press had warned that the al­ 
lies may strike through Spain, still 
weak from the blood letting of the 
long civil war. 
Spain would provide either belli­ 
gerent with good air bases. For the 
allies, observers said, it would be 
an ideal bridgehead from which to 
furnish aerial cover for landing 
operations in western or •outhern 
France. 
Berlin 
dispatches said German 
leaders were looking anxiously to­ 
ward Spain but the nazis 
were 
quoted as saying Franco was pre­ 
pared for any eventuality 
After the Hitler and Mussolini 
conference April 12, there was con­

THE DEAD COMINTERN 


When Lenin died, Trotz- 
ky hoped to succeed. His 
yjeal 
was a communistic 
world, 
his 
firm 
purpose 
was to attain it. Stalin saw 
that the important thing for 
Russia was to build up Rus­ 
sia. 
Trotzky lost, was exil­ 
ed and is now dead. 
Stalin has been building 
Russia, 
from 
starvation, 
nakedness and cold to a 
point where before the war 
most Russians had almost 
enough to eat, some kind 
of 
shelter, 
something 
to 
wear. Food was not yet 
ample, shelter 
was 
over­ 
crowded and clothing 
in­ 
adequate, 
b u t 
Russians 
knew they were on their 
way. Tolerance for religion 
began tp come back. Edu­ 
cation was encouraged. Mil­ 
itary defense was attended 
to. 
Life was so busy and for­ 
ward-looking inside Russia 
that the Comintern was al­ 
most 
forgotten, 
and 
lay 
slowly dying of inanition. 
Nobody cared what the out­ 
side world believed, as long 
as conditions were improv­ 
ing inside Russia. But the 
outer world still feared the 
Comintern. People who un­ 
derstood 
Russia 
knew it 
was dying, but to many na­ 
tions it was still a fear­ 
some ghost. They could not 
wholeheartedly 
help 
Rus­ 
sia "while it existed. 
Now 
Stalin has stated officially 
that it is dead, the ghost 
laid. 
The Union of Soviet So­ 
cialist Republics is evident­ 
ly on its way to a more 
free and decent life. It will 
Improve itself, and walk in 
closer 
comradeship 
with 
other nations. As an ally 
and a neighbor it deserves 
encouragement and help.
